Filing fee

The Court ruled Tuesday the 
California 
requirement 
that

candidate pay filing fees ranging up 
to $962 was "not consistent with 
constitutional standards” because 
there was no other way for them to 
get their names on the ballot. 
The case involved Donald P. Lubin 
who was required in 1972 to pay a 
$701.60 filing fee for running for 
membership 
on 
the 
Board 
of 
Supervisors of Los Angeles County. 
Lublin said he had no resources 
and 
no 
income 
and 
was 
not 
permitted to gain a ballot spot. 
He protested to the California 
Superior 
Court 
claiming 
that 
statute, by requiring the filing fee 
but providing no other way of

to

ballot, 
deprived him and others of equal 
protection guaranteed by the 14th 
amendment and rights under the 1st 
amendment.

New members for Chamber 


Spread out the moving jobs, Van Lines7 executive declares

CHICAGO (U PI) — "Spread em out,” a 
moving company executive said in a 
warning of serious problems this summer 
if private concerns and the government 
continue moving employes in the months of 
June through September. 
J J Thorne, vice president of Atlas Van 
Lines of Evansville, Ind , said some majpr 
problems lie ahead if gasoline shortages 
continue, 
and 
it 
industry projections 
showing a record high number of moves 
this summmer are accurate. 
“ There II be 30,000 over-the-road vans on 
the highways this summer,” Thorne said. 
“ That’s twice as many as are running in 


the eight-month period from October 
through May.” 
“ Unless there is adequate fuel for this 
vast household goods carrier fleet, it will 
be catastrophic to the moving industry as 
well as to many of the 20 million 
Americans who will be trying to move 
from June through September,” Thome 
said. 
"W e’ve got problems now with vans 
running out of fuel and having to lay over 8 
to 12 hours waiting for gas stations to open 
in the morning,” the Atlas official said 
“ Also, some truck stops now are closing 
earlier than they used to, to compound the 


problem even more ’ ’ 
The cost of moving took a big jump last 
December when the Interstate Commerce 
Commission approved an increase of 15.6 
per cent in moving costs. Six per cent of 
the hike went to whomever pays for the 
gasoline and the remainder applies to long 
distant rates. 
“Were already receiving a growing 
number 
of 
complaints 
from 
van 
operators,” said Thorne, “ and the season 
still is nearly three months away.” 
Thorne suggested that officials in charge 
of employe moves, “ spread 'em out a little 
more. Atlas and other firms are looking for 


alternative ways of moving ” 


He said piggy backing is one method he 
expects the industry to employ on a greatly 
increased scale. He also predicted some of 
the pressure on highway travel would be 
taken off by the use of sea-going vessels for 
moves along coastal areas. 


The only way the increase might be 
pared, Thorne said, was “ if there is a deep 
crisis in American business this year, 
which drastically curtails relocation of 
corporate personnel,” a likelihood he said 
he doubted would occur.

Up-and-down night for challenger 


Foreman clubs Norton in 2nd 


CARACAS (U P I) — Heavyweight champion George 
Foreman, who needed only five explosive minutes to 
demolish Ken Norton who lasted 24 rounds against 
Muhammad Ali, said today he needs to rest his 
injured right knee before risking his title against Ali 
in Africa in September. 
“ 1 need some rest,” declared the unmarked 
champion during a victory celebration after his 
technical knockout triumph over Norton at exactly 
2:00 of the second round Tuesday night. 


“ I ” m really in bad shape.” 


You couldn’t prove that statement by Norton, who 
made the mistake of thinking he could trade punches 
with Foreman and paid for it by taking three painful 
trips to the canvas before referee Jimmy Rondeau 
mercifully called a halt to their scheduled 15-round 
title bout, unbeaten Foreman’s 40th win and second 
title defense. 


The 25-year-old champion, hardly looking “ in bad 
shape,” had a post-midnight victory snack on the 
poolside terrace of his hotel, while crowds of 
wellwishers pressed around. 
Both Foreman and Norton, a 28-year-old ex-Marine, 
agreed that the challenger had made a serious 
mistake trying to trade punches. Norton, who had only 
been knocked out once previously and had split a pair 
of 12-round decisions with ex-champion Ali, came out 
swinging and landed the first punches of the fight. 
Norton, who weighed a career high 212^4 pounds, 
admitted afterwards in the dressing room that he 
felt tense. It showed, especially in the second round 
when Foreman dropped him twice for the mandatory 
eight count and then hit him so hard his head bounced 
off the floor before Rondeau stepped in. 
Norton managed to lift himself off the floor and 


guide himself to his corner by following ropes, 
collapsing with both arms over the top strands and 
looking down at his handlers. 
“ I tried to think him out of position—1 should have 
boxed,” said Norton. 
Foreman agreed. 
“ He was thinking he was a puncher also so he 
started to load up a couple of hooks and I went under 
them and took a little of his heart,” the champion 
said. 
Foreman bounced up and down in his corner before 
the fight, showing no signs of pain in the damaged 
right knee which sent him to a hospital earlier in the 
day. But he said in his dressing room that the knee 
hurt and he was just putting on a show. 


While the crowd of 10,000 — only two-thirds filling 
the Poliedro stadium because there was live home 
television in Caracas —booed Foreman and cheered 
Norton, it saved its lustiest yells for ex-champion Ali. 


Ali, who is supposed to fight Foreman at Kinshasa, 
Zaire ( the old Belgian Cong ) in September, predicted 
afterwards that he would regain the heavyweight title 
he lost when he refused to obey a draft order. 
“ Foreman was meant for me,” he said. 


Norton, who broke Ali’s jaw in their first fight, 
agreed that he was the man to beat Foreman because 
he was a better boxer. 
Foreman was guaranteed $700,000 against 40 per 
cent of the total revenues while Norton will take home 
$200,000 against 20 per cent. The fight was telecast 
live in 70 countries, but ticket sales for closed circuit 
viewing were reported slow in many areas. 
The purse for the Foreman-Ali fight will be $10 
million, 
money put up by Swiss businessmen 
representing African interests.

tute of Public Affairs. In these courses 
students will be equipped with skills 
making them desirable at the local, state 
or federal level of government. 
“ The woman as pure homemaker is a 
creature of the past,” Bunting said. 
“ Today’s woman should also have a special 
interest or expertise.” 


As for his own expertise in running a 
woman’s college, Bunting said . 
“ I ’m just running a little college and I ’m 
running it off the top of my head the best 
way I know how.” 


Until Bunting assumed the presidency in 
September, Briarcliff was on the brink of 
extinction. Enrollment was down to less 
than half of what it was two years earlier. 
Girls once gathered in the snack bar to 
discuss “ when this place is going to close.” 
Faculty and student morale now is up. 
Applications for fall of 1974 are up 12 per 
cent. President Bunting expects an even 
larger increase in 1975. 
“ The word is getting around that we re 
here for keeps,” he said. “ And that we re 
getting better where it counts.” 
As with any president of a woman’s 
college he addressed himself also to two 
questions: Why a woman’s college? What 
about boys? 
To the first question he answered: 
“ Women’s colleges are in a unique 
position of being able to educate the new 
American woman. 
“ A highly motivated and aggressive 
woman can succeed in a man’s world no 
matter where she goes to school, but most 
women need the confidence-building that 
they can only get at an all-female college. 
“There are twice as many graduates of 
women’s colleges 
in Who’s 
Who Of 
American Women as graduates of coed 
schools.” 
About boys . 
“ On weekends they come by the busload 
from 
Princeton 
University, 
for one. 
Princeton is only 90 minutes away. Boys 
also enroll for the January term—mini 
courses.” 
Bunting, 33, went into the Marines at 17, 
spent two years, then attended Virginia 
Military Institute. 
He is a person of many successes. His 
first novel, “ The Lionheads,” was written 
after his Vietnam experience. It was a 
Book of the Month club alternate selection. 
He describes it as antimilitaristic rather 
than antimilitary . 
The year it came out, Bunting resigned 
from the Army and from his post as 
assistant professor of history at the United 
States Military Academy at West Point.

community,

miles west of Roseburg, are 
concerned about what is 
happening 
to 
their 
community. 
Lookingglass 
is 
experiencing a population 
boom 
Some feel its national 
exposure four years ago. 
when 
it 
installed 
one 
parking meter, followed by 
one pay telephone booth, 
may be the cause. 
It 
began 
in 
front 
of 
Nibbletts 
store, 
oldest 
structure 
in 
town. 
He 
thought at the time the town 
need 
some 
civic 
improvements 
so 
he 
installed the parking meter 
in front of his store. 
The story of the parking 
meter went coast to coast, 
border to border. 
Citizens of Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa, 
aided 
the 
civic 
improvements campaign by 
sending one manhole cover. 
In 1972, the annual five- 
mile Lookingglass run was 
inaugurated. 
The one of this, one of 
that,

attracting 
people. But instead of one at 
a time, hundreds of tourists

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Article gives 
birth to furor 


Hearing April 10 on zone 
requirement for mobile homes 


CRANSTON, R I (UPI) — A story about birth control 
written bv a 15-vear-old girl for the Cranston High East 
student newspaper '•Thunderbolt" is causing static for 
everyone involved 
The article entitled “Birth Control: Enjoying Sex 
Without Fear" has prompted the school committee to call 
for an investigation into the newspaper’s policies and into 
the judgement of the faculty adviser who allowed the story 
to be printed 
It was written bv Avis Gunther, a sophomore She said 
she consulted pamphlets and other literature in the school 
library while preparing the article 
“At this particular stage we are having a total review of 
the roles particular individuals played in the preparation of 
the story. If students are to take responsibilities, they 
should be according to the rules," school Supt. Dr. Joseph 
Picano said Thursday. 
Picano said there was a certain amount of “editoriali­ 
zing" in the story and said "at this particular stage I can’t 
say for certain" what action would be taken against the 
students involved and the adviser However, he said he was 
not inclined to have them suspended 


The faculty adviser, Paul Martin, Miss Gunther and 
several other students were attending a symposium on high 
school newspapers at Columbia University in New York 
City Thursday. 
School Principal Joseph Ventetuolo said, “We are looking 
into the matter. A lot of calls from parents in the 
community have been received. We must train youngsters 
how to handle delicate situations such as this. 
The major controversy over the article centers on the 
last paragraph which reads: "Sex is a natural part of life 
and should be treated that way. With the knowledge of 
modern medicine, unwanted pregnancy will no longer have 
to be a problem, and youth can enjoy premarital sex 
without fear." 
"Frankly, I deplore the publication of the article.’ School 
Committee Chairman Edward DiPrete said. 
Sidney M. Brusim, another member of the committee, 
said the reference to sex before marriage was “contrary to 
my own beliefs." 
“It was written by a student who is not an authority in the 
field If this was done with the approval of the faculty 
advisor, there are certain questions raised in my mind Was 
he carrying out his duties and giving proper advice9 
DiPrete said 
Picano said if the students wanted to write such an article 
they should have approached the school and asked for the 
help of the school nurse or doctor. “We could have given 
them technical assistance," he said.

AGRA, India (UPI) — Squatting in the same room and 
plying the same tools as his great-grandfather’s grandfa­ 
ther’s grandfather, Mohad Farouk turns stone into poetry.

Today his 
three tiny sons perch attentively on his workbench, slowly 
turning their father’s grindstone and handing him the fine 
chisels and hammers he requires. 
Iklah, the eldest at six, has begun his own first 
masterpiece —a round white plate inlaid with orange 
camelian and green malachite in the form of a poppy 
flower. 
He works slowly. One slip of his chisel will render the 
costly marble and semi-precious stones valueless. 
The design and the materials are exact replicas of those 
found a few hundred feet away in the shining fairy-tale 
monument to love—the Taj Mahal. 
In 1631 the beautiful Empress Mumtaz Mahal died during 
birth of her 14th child. 
Her grief-stricken husband, Shah Jehan, one of the great 
Moghul emperors who ruled India from the 16th until the 
18th century, imported artists from Persia, Turkey, France 
and Italy to construct a jewelbox vision over her tomb. 
He conscripted an army of 20,000 laborers to cart the tons 
ol marble from Makrana, 200 miles to the west. 
It took 16 years and an estimated $11 million before the 
pure white dome, its minarets, surrounding formal gardens 
and reflecting pools were completed. 
To house his workers, Shah Jehan built a whole village, 
Tan Guj, i n the very shadow of the Taj. 
Now, more than 300 years later, Tan Guj, a casbah-style 
complex of winding alleys and sharp smells, still houses 
Mohad Farouk, his sons and the other descendants of those 
stone cutters who traced the fragile floral patterns with 
jade, tiger’s eye, turquoise and coral into the walls to the 
Taj. 
They are a dying race of artisans—only 100 families are 
left. 
The art is dying too. 
“Once only the finest pachekari (inlay work) went onto 
the market," said Mohad grimacing with his three 
remaining teeth. 
“Fifty stones wint into one tiny flower and neither the 
finger nor eye could detect the breaks between. But now so 
many tourists come and they buy anything so even the first 
work of my son will be sold.’’

Newest old 
thing: used 
house business 


EUGENE, Ore. (UPl) — Four guys who love sturdy old 
houses and get upset when they’re torn down are going into 
the used house business. 
And they want to sell their goods from used house lots. 
“We could even string up some colored lights,” says one 
of the old house buffs, Harry Van Oudenallen—University 
of Oregon campus planner. 
His colleagues are Jon Christenson, a graduate student 
and architecture instructor; Scott Wiley, another architec­ 
ture student, and John Jones, a carpenter. 
They aren’t dewy-eyed diehards who want to save every 
old house, but they think it’s a shame that a lot of them are 
being torn down in Eugene—it happens in every city in the 
country these days—to make way for the new. 
The key to saving them is timing and initiative. Often 
when a house is about to be demolished, someone can buy it 
for practically nothing if it is moved in time for the 
bulldozers. 
So they want to establish used house lots preferable in 
every part of town. Then when a house they want becomes 
available, they could move it to the nearest lot, refurbish it 
and put it up for sale to be moved again later. 
People could go to the lots to shop, like they might shop 
for a used car. They could even kick a few walls like they 
kick tires. 
Obviously, you can’t get many houses on the average 
empty lot, so they are looking for big chunks of land. They 
city of Eugene is one landlord possibility. So they are 
planning to set up a non-profit corporation to try to interest 
the city, or private owners, in leasing idle land. 
“The idea is to restore the houses to as near original as 
possible,” says Jones. 
They won’t sell a house until it is in good shape, which 
could mean anything from a coat of paint to stripping it 
down to the studs. 
Van Oudenallen believes that saving houses which were 
built at least 30 years ago would preserve the city’s 
heritage and provide links with the immediate past. 
Tliey wouldn’t sell a house to someone if the proposed site 
wasn’t right. The aim is to keep houses in suitable environ­ 
ments. 
"I know there is a market,” says Van Oudenallen. “Why, 
I can think of one lady who works in a bank and every day 
looks out at a beautiful old house she would love to own. 
“There’s no reason why we couldn’t move it to one of our 
used house lots, fix it up and sell it to her when she found a 
new home for it.” 
Van Oudenallen and Christenson spoke to an attorney 
about the possibility of setting up a non-profit corporation 
and getting into business. 
The attorney, Stanton Long, felt he couldn’t help because 
his firm has the city of Eugene as a client, but he referred 
them to someone else. 
He liked their idea though. 
“I live in an old house,” he said. “It has a few problems 
but a lot of personality.” 


From rags to a shady pork fortune

insurance salesman to head 
of a $115 million corporation 
financed

loans” to him. 
Although he hides the 
identity of the banks that 
lent 
him 
the 
money, 
McQuoid makes no secret of 


how he plans to spend it or 
of his previous financial 
problems, including several 
arrests and convictions in 
1971 on check charges. 
McQuoid is the president 
and 
only 
director 
of 
M i s s o u r i 
F o o d s 
International 
Inc., 
a 
corporation 
formed 
to 
establish the wcrld’s largest 
pork producing operation 
near this small northeastern 
Missouri town. 
The 
operation 
would 
eventually produce up to 16 
railroad cars full of pork per 
day, the equivalent of 2.5 
million hogs per year—all of 
them born, fattened and 
slaughtered within a 5,000 
acre 
complex 
employing 
some 2,000 people. 
The plan is so big the 
Federal Trade Commission, 
at the request of Missouri’s 
two 
U.S. 
Senators, 
is 
investigating its potential 
impact on the nation’s pork 
market. Local hog farmers, 
fearing 
their 
livelihood 
might be in jeopardy, also 
are concerned. 
If the operation succeeds, 
it could be a turn in the 
fortunes of the 53-year-old 


McQuoid, an insurance man 
most of his working years. 
He is a native of M em phis, 
Mo., a few m iles w est of 
here, 
and 
now 
lives 
in 
Chicago. 
On May 28, 1972, McQuoid 
filed 
for 
bankruptcy 
in 
federal court at Chicago. He 
listed 
debts 
of 
$430,000, 
assets 
of 
$44, 
and 
118 
creditors 
in 
Missouri, 
Illinois 
and 
nine 
other 
states. 
T he 
p e t i t i o n 
g a v e 
McQuoid’s income as an 
insurance salesm an in 1970 
and 1972 as $600 each year, 
and said that w as his total 
income for those y ears. His 
1971 income was not given. 
He was declared bankrupt 
Oct. 6,1972. 
David Freitag, president 
of the Ohio Valley Financial 
Co. of Cincinnati, which lost 
$250,000 
in 
M cQ uoid’s 
insurance 
schem e, 
said, 
“ McQuoid’s a sharp guy. 
He’s fairly intelligent. He’s 
a man of ideas—a prom oter. 
1 
wouldn’t 
hire 
him 
to 
manage my business but I’d 
listen to his ideas.” 
In 1971, the year before he 
filed 
lor 
b a n k r u p t c y . 


McQuoid was arrested in 
Columbia, 
Mo., 
on 
bad 
check 
charges 
involving 
amounts ranging from $50 to 
$500. He was ordered to pay 
Hnes and make restitution. 
All that is in the past, 
McQuoid says, and should 
have no bearing on the 
success of the pork plant. 
He said he has made no 
secret of the bankruptcy, 
even making it a point to tell 
local people about it. 
“ It 
really 
shouldn’t 
concern them,” he says. 
“ Some large banks have 
agreed to finance me on this 
and they obviously don’t 
seem too concerned about 
my background.”

C K. Burns, president of 
the chapter and the prim ary 
mover in the project, says 
that thousands of letters 
have been arriving by the 
sackful at his office in the 
weeks since the project was 
announced. 
"Many of the contribution 
cards are being returned 
with a donation and an 
accompanying letter asking 
how the contributor can help 
raise m ore funds,” Burns 
said 
"We also are getting a 
trem endous response from 
congressm en 
with 
small 
contributions and promises 
of support.” 
Burns is the man mainly 
responsible for the plans to 
build the museum complex 
at Pearl Harbor Under his 
plans the $6 million facility 
would include a museum 
which would contain models 
of many of the American 
and 
Japanese 
Ships 
and 
aircraft of World War II, 
along 
with 
various 
war 
mementos. 
The complex also would 
include a theater featuring 
clips of captured Japanese 
film taken during the actual 
attack on Pearl Harbor, and 
an observation 
tow er 
to 
provide a view of the entire 
harbor. 
Burns got the idea for the 
museum complex after con­ 
gress failed to pass a bill in 
1972 to have the Navy build 
a 
s m a ll 
c o m b in a tio n 
museum, theater and visitor 
convenience center on the 
shore for visitors to the USS 
Arizona 
m em orial 
which 
sits in the middle of the 
harbor over the sunken hull 
of the once-great battleship, 
‘‘In stea d 
of 
w aiting 
around 
until 
C ongress 
decides to change its mind, 
we decided to go ahead and 
get the thing built on our 
own,” Burns said. 
The FRA branch moved 
into action early this year, 
incorporating as Branch 46, 
Fleet Reserve Association, 
Arizona Memorial Museum 
Foundation, 
a 
non-profit, 
volunteer corporation. 
Burns said he and his 
fellow branch m em bers felt 
the 
facility 
was 
badly 
needed, 
not 
only 
as 
a 
m em orial 
to the 
Pacific 
War, but as a convenience to 
the millions of visitors who 
take the shuttle boat out to 
visit the Arizona m em orial. 
"The Arizona m em orial is 
extrem ely 
inadequate,” 
Burns 
said. 
"W hile 
the 
m o n u m e n t 
i t s e l f 
is 
a ttra c tiv e 
enough, 
the 
shoreside support facilities 
are 
so 
poor 
that 
they 
discourage many visitors.” 
He said visitors to the 
concave-shaped 
m em orial

aw are of the shortcomings 
of the facilities when they

Only a year before, a Marin County entrepreneur 
bulldozed ancient Indian mounds to sell the midden 
m aterial as "top soil” He continued the destruction until it 
was learned the earth from such mounds would kill many 
dom estic plants. 
Meanwhile, to the south in Riverside Oiunty, giant, hand- 
dug walk-in wells and other centuries old rem ains of an 
Indian Wells village were "thoroughly destroyed” by 
construction of a country club and a parking lot for an 
annual golf tournam ent 
These archeological site devastations are only three 
examples of the some 1,500 that continue to occur each year 
in California, 
according to the state Archeological, 
Historical and Paleontological Task Force 
“The processes of destruction are continuing and if there 
is no rem edial action, all sites could be destroyed in 
another 10 to 15 years,” said Michael J. Moratto, vice 
chairm an of the task force created by the Legislature in 
1971 
M oratto, an assistant professor of anthropology at Cali­ 
fornia State University at San Francisco, said that at one 
tim e there may have been as many as 90,000 archeological 
sites of various kinds in California. 
But because of w ater and freeway projects, agriculture.

urban sprawl and vandals only 45,000 may be left. 
A task force report, coauthored by Moratto. said there is 
evidence of Indian activity in California as early as 10,000 
years ago. 
"But since these Indians kept no chronicles, a knowledge 
of their ancient heritage can be gained only from the 
detailed study” of the remains, "which have survived the 
ravages of time, nature and later m an.” 
“ Archeology, therfore, is the only .source of information 
regarding over 95 per cent of California’s cultural story,” 
the report declared 
An "estim ated 1,400 archeological sites, 200 historic 
places and an undetermined number of Indian cem eteries 
are annually obliterated,” the report added. 
It charged that the many laws intended to safeguard 
heritage values "are largely ineffective because of public 
ignorance regarding the worth of heritage remains and 
minimal efforts on the part of public agencies to enforce 
these statutes” 
And California, the report added, has no archeological 
accreditation program —meaning anyone regardless of 
qualifications “ may call himself an archeologist and 
legally dig into the fast disappearing prehistoric sites in the 
state.” 
M oratto said it was impossible to place a value on the 
already lost sites or those threatened. 
" It’s like trying to place an aesthetic value on a unique 
manuscript. When a unique record of a culture is destroyed 
you cannot put a price on it—it cannot be reproduced,” he 
said. 
M oratto and other m em bers of the task force say the 
state m ust act now to save “ the deteriorating cultural 
situation.” 
The first line of defense, they contend, would be creation 
of a state agency to coordinate and stream line California’s 
heritage programs. 
"There is an urgent need to generate statewide guidelines 
and strategies for the long range management, preserva­ 
tion and interpretation of (Ilalifornia’s cultural resources,” 
the task force said.

domestic reasons.” 
He promised that the minute the 
crisis was over, within a week 
afterwards, he would make an 
explanation of the alert. Actually 
the crisis passed very quickly. But 
Mr. 
Kissinger 
didn’t 
give 
his 
explanation. 
Since then 
the strain 
on the 
beleaguered President has been 
building up to another peak. On 
October 31, the astonished nation 
found that two of the tapes, after all, 
were missing. In December came 
the 
record 
of Mr. Nixon’s 
extraordinary 
tax returns. 
This 
followed the earlier disclosure of all 
the money the government had 
spent fixing up the President’s 
private homes in California and 
Florida. 
But there would be “ no more 
sensations.” Operation Candor was 
undertaken; 
this would 
be an 
aggressive period of speeches and 
travel that would “ turn it around.” 
On 
November 
28, 
right 
after 
Congress confirmed Gerald Ford, 
the unfortunate Fred Buzhardt, 
White House special counsel, came 
out from the court to reveal the 18 V2 
minute erasure in another tape. In 
mid-January a panel of technical 
experts, approved by the White 
House reported that the gap was 
caused by at least five separate 
erasures and rerecordings. 
The list is too long to recapitulate; 
it is like a train of cars — one

another. Early this month came the 
long awaited grand jury indictments 
of former top White House aides and 
the 
sealed 
briefcase 
handed 
mysteriously over to Judge Sirica, 
purportedly 
dealing 
with 
Mr. 
Nixon’s own role in the cover-up. 
The judge will pass it along to the 
House Judiciary committee. But 
will the public ever be allowed to 
see it? 
Like a rerun, Mr. Nixon has now 
started out on another frenetic 
series of appearances and speeches. 
It isn’t called Operation Candor this 
time. But the cycle seems to be 
coming to another of its climaxes 
with a new tough emphasis on 
foreign affairs. Americans rub their 
eyes. They discover that there is an 
adversary relationship in a new 
quarter, Europe, or at least the Nine 
— the Common Market countries. 
“ Now the Europeans cannot have 
it both ways,” Mr. Nixon sternly 
told his audience of businessmen 
last week in Chicago. “ They cannot 
have 
the US participation and 
cooperation on the security front, 
and 
then 
proceed 
to 
have 
confrontation and even hostility on 
the economic and political fronts...” 


What’s this “ confrontation” and 
“ hostility” ? A reporter tries to 
guard himself against his own 
skepticism. But the point has been 
reached where practically nobody 
here any more takes anything on 
trust and it is terribly hard to run a 
democracy without trust. In foreign 
affairs there is a double anxiety; 
first, that the supposed crises may 
not be real; and second, that if they 
are real, the confidence factor is so 
low that they won’t be believed. 
Mr. Nixon does not help this by his 


rhetoric, but he is a man fighting for 
his political life and he does not have 
time for niceties of taste and style. 
There is some evidence that Mr. 
Nixon is now directing attention to a 
one-third 
plus one 
conservative 
minority in the Senate. If the House 
impeaches him, which becomes less 
improbable every week, the actual 
trial goes to the Senate. One-third- 
plus one can let him off, just as it did 
Andrew Johnson. 106 years ago, 
where the vote was 35 to 19. 
There 
are 
these 
differences 
between then and now. In the 
Johnson impeachment, only the 
executive and legislature clashed; 
today the judiciary, too is involved. 
President Johnson had only a short 
time to serve anyway, impeached or 
not, but Mr. Nixon has almost three 
years. In 1868 the man who would 
have got the presidency. Sen, Ben 
Wade, president pro tern, was not 
particularly popular 
unlike Jerry 
Ford, who is well liked. (“ Bluff” 
Ben Wade sat in the Senate and 
voted for impeachment, that is, for 
himself.) 
But the big difference, 1 think, is 
in the national mood. There was a 
blood-lust after the Civil War ; it was 
a lynching mob against Johnson who 
offered leniency to the prostrate 
South. Today, so far, there is 
surprising calm. Wonder, maybe, 
but 
not 
hysteria. 
The 
Senate 
confirmed Jerry Ford, 92 to 3. The 
House voted broad subpoena powers 
to Rodino, 400 to 4. Hardly partisan, 
whatever Nixon zealots may say. 
And when White House counsel St. 
Clair makes snide attacks on the 
Rodino 
committee, 
Republican 
leaders warmly reply. Chairman 
Rodino deserves great credit for 
this.

London is still a bargain for 
clothing, where the most expensive 
complete men’s outfit — suit, shirt, 
socks and shoes — can be had for 
$226, compared to $315 in Tokyo. 
Bombay beats them all, however, 
including Hong Kong, at $93. 
The world traveler is also advised 
to wait for a haircut until he reaches 
Bombay, where he can get a regular 
cut for 20 cents, and to avoid barber 
shops in the United States where he 
could pay $3.00 or $3.30. 


On the other hand, household 
appliances are more expensive in 
cities like Bombay, where they are 
not very common, and cheapest in 
the United States, where they are. A 
refrigerator priced at $180 in San 
Francisco costs about triple that 
amount in Bombay, as well as in Tel 
Aviv and Tokyo. And one would 
strongly suspect that a refrigerator 
would be a needed item, certainly in 
Bombay. 


Speaking of Tokyo, that city has 
the dubious honor of being far and 
away 
the 
most 
expensive 
for 
housing. There the average monthly 
rental for an unfurnished, three- 
room apartment in the medium 
price range is $555, compared to 


$450 in New York or Chicago and 
only $147 in Amsterdam. 
Other tidbits: taxes bring the 
price for a single cigarette to six 
cents in Scandinavia; Volkswagens 
are cheaper in the U.S.A. than they 
are in Germany arkl buses and taxis 
are cheapest in Bogota, Colombia. 
Finally, the United States still has 
the highest standard of living, in 
terms of the number of working 
hours needed to buy a comparable 
package of goods and services.

Auto rip-offs 


L a t e s t 
f i g u r e s 
i n d i c a t e 
Californians are being ripped off 
annually to the tune of more than 
$100 million by car thieves. This 
figure is an estimate based upon 
reported car thefts totalling over 
140,000 each year. 
Since cars are often stolen simply 
for joyrides or for the purpose of 
committing some other crime such 
as robbery, many are abandoned 
when they have served their purpose 
and are recovered. 
So it isn’t only those taken with 
intent to sell which result in the 
huge monetary loss to the citizens. 
That 
plus 
the 
annual 
cost 
of 
enforcement. The state, through its 
motor 
vehicle 
department 
and 
highway patrol, estimates its costs 
relating to car thefts to be in excess 
of $3.6 million. This does not include 
the large sums spent by local 
governm ents 
and 
insurance 
companies in attempts to recover, 
prosecution and jailings. 
The bulk of these losses are 
blamed on professional car thieves. 
It is said they operate in car theft 
rings of varying sizes. They are able 
to switch license plates and other 
identification readily. They often 
apply a quick paint job for disguise. 
And while they find markets within 
the United States there is said to be 
a considerable traffic of stolen 
vehicles shipped to Mexico and 
South America. 
The license plate switch often 
involves plates which have been 
legally acquired through purchase 
of a junked car. Law enforcement 
people rely on the manufacturer’s 
vehicle identification number known 
as VIN. But these too are easily 
acquired 
from salvage 
yards. 
Officials are now seeking to get the 
manufacturers to stamp the VIN on 
dashboards to make the switches 
more difficult. 
A novel idea to deter car thefts 
has been advanced by Jam es F. 
Rowe, a former newspaperman now 
in semi-retirement. He has come 
with an instrument to etch glass 
which he says could be used to 
protect against auto thefts. His idea 
is to enact a law requiring the 


license plate number to be etched on 
every window of the vehicle. 
“ If that were done the car thief 
would be greatly discouraged. For 
erasures of the etching would be 
immediately apparent. The cost of 
replacement glass and the labor 
involved would go a long ways 
towards stopping thefts for re-sale. 
As 
the 
program 
became 
fully 
implemented the glass could not be 
acquired from salvage. Excessive 
purchases of new glass would arouse 
suspicion and lead to detection.” 
Rowe says the equipment to do the 
etching woidd represent only a 
minor investment for the garage 
mechanic and a small cost to the 
owner. “ They wouldn’t have to get 
the equipment from us. Anybody 
can manufacture a glass etcher. V/e 
just happen to have one already 
available at a low cost.” 
He has made his suggestion to 


curb auto thefts to various law 
enforcement agencies. “They all 
say it is a great idea but nobody 
seems to want to get the ball 
rolling.” 
Motor vehicle officials here agree 
the idea is good however they think 
using the license plate numbers 
would present some problems. 
“ While the plates usually go along 
with the car when it is sold, those 
having 
the 
personalized 
plates 
retain them for their new car. Also 
some wish to get new plates when 
they purchase used cars.” 
These objections seem to raise 
only minor problems which could be 
easily 
solved. Perhaps the use of 
the VIN number instead of the 
license plate would be the answer. 
Until someone comes up with a 
better idea of how to stop car thefts, 
Rowe’s 
idea seems worthy 
of 
testing.
